Aver 100 Perish When Fae 
Binks Slav Hospital Ship 


‘Sisters of Charity and Doctors 
Among Victims

Petrograd, April 1. — The sinking 
of the Russian hospital ship Portu- 
yal in the Black sea, is thus deserib- 
od in a dispatch received trom M. 
Golubeff, delegate-gentral, of the Red 
Cross,;with fhe Caucasian army: 

“At 8.30 o'clock, last night, near 
Shatie, our hospital ship Yrortugal, 
jut anchor, was sunk by an enemy 
submarine which fired two torpedoes 
at 60 yards. The ship sanx in less 
[than a minute. Lifeboats trom traw- 
lers and torpedo boats rescued 11 of 
the 26 sisters of charity who were a- 
board. They also saved three com- 
manders, including the French com- 
mander Duvent, and two doctors, 
one priest, 125 men of the Russian 
naval medical corps, and 13 men ot 
jthe I’rench crew. 

“The missing include Count Tatist- 
cheff, delegate of the Red Cross, a 
doctor, the senior sister of charity, 
50 men of the Russian medical ser- 
vice and 29 of the French crew. <Ac- 
cording to the commander, the Por- 
tugal had 273 persons aboard, ot 
whom 158 were saved. We are ex- 
ploring the nearby coast in search of 
further survivors, There are a few 
wounded among the survivors.

BRITISH SENTENCE OF DEATH IS REDUCED—HERR 


VON DER GOLTZ ARRIVES IN NEW YORK. 


New York, March 29.—Herr Von 
Der Goltz, alias Bridgeman Taylor, 
who is said to have been sentenced 
to death in England as a spy, ar- 
rived here today on the steamship 
Finland from Liverpvol to give evi- 
dence concerning alleged . conspira- 
cies to provide German warships at 
sea with coal and provisions. He 
was brought here by two detectives 
from Scotland Yard, who handed 
‘him over to federal agents. 

According to their Scotland Yard 
men, Von der Gultz was a prisoner 


for some time in the tower vf L.cn- 
‘don, awaiting execution, put was 
promised that his life wouid Le spar- 
‘ed if he would come to this country 
and tell this goverament what he 
knew concerning the alleged con«pir- 
acies to commit unneatral ‘cts 
After giving his testimeny, his cus: 
todians said, he is to be returned to 
England and from there is to be sent 
to South América under jis promise 
that he will not attumopt again te 
enter either England, Germany, or 
the United States.

March Jz, 1916 

Dear Dad,—.Just a few lines to let 
you know how I am getting on. We 
are now back to the old billets, after 


. being in the trenches for some time- 


It is necessary for a soldier to have 
a very strong constitution. We have 
had a lot of cold weather, and con- 
siderable snow. The roads, and fields 
are very muddy to march on, but we 
expect some fine weather very soon 
to dry things up a bit. I have con- 
tracted a bit of a cold, and find it 
rather a hard problem to get rid of 
it. Our billets are not as comfortable 
as we should like them to be, too 
many holes in the roof and walls, 
more so than a great many of our 
log barns out there, that requires 
chinking. However, we have to make 
out the best way we can. We = are 
here to do our bit, and the sooner 
the big bit comes off the better. For 
my part I should like to finish my 
career in about one or two mouthfuls 
and get away home, that’s if I get 
that chance. The last dug-out I was 
in is up for rent. Splendid scenery, 
only three minutes from the German 
lines, three inches below water level. 
plenty of water and gas, food supply 
not too bad, eggs rather serace ow- 
ing to the great demand for shells. 
I have met with a great number of 
the Red Deer boys, some of them are 
billeted ai few minutes walk from 
here. The 12th are all here. I have 
not seen or heard from Roy since 1 
left Shorneliffe. I saw Jimmie Cook 
the other day, he came around here 
tu see me. You ¢an tell Signa, I saw 
Dan Campbell when we were march- 
ing through the town the other day, 
but was not able to say much to him 
He apparently was looking very 
well. I see you have had some cold 
weather out there this winter. How 
are things going on the farm. Has 
Watt been cutting wood this winter. 
How is he making out for feed ? 1 
saw. in the paper that Charlie had a 
close call on the C.P.R. track, with 
the horse and rig. What is George 
doing now? tell him to write a few 
lines. How is the new boiler working 
that was installed in the Public 
School ? L suppose Eva has become 
quite a cook by now. Mazgie tells me 
they have a lot of snow up in Nel- 
son, and expect great floods in the 
spring. I suppose Red Deer will be

Twenty-two Rifle Very 
‘Dangerous 


A most distressing fatal accident 
took place across the Blindman some 
thirteen: miles northwest of Red Deer 
on Sunday afternoon, wherein Nor- 
man Paice, a youth of 174 years, ac- 
cidentally shot himself, dying a 
couple of minutes later alter a 75 
yard run for help. 

It appears that young Paice had 
come out to shoot gophers to feed 
a couple of kittens at the house. A 
friend of his, John Dunlop the young 
er, living on the next farm, was 
watching a young“duck on the river 
when the duck scuttled away. Turn- 
ing to see what had disturbed the 
duck, he saw his chum coming down 
the hillside. Paice was out of cart- 
ridges, having used his only one on 
the one gopher he had shot. Dunlop 
went into their house to get shells 
for Paice, but did not take out his 
own .22, as his father objected to his 
shooting on Sunday, Paice got four 
gophers, and the two by that time 
were not far from Dunlop’s home. An 


outlawed cat disappeared under the 
barn and while Dunlop watched 
where she went in, Paice skirted the 
barn to get the cat at the opposite 
side. Hearing a shot, Dunlop ran 
round to meet his chum, and was 
surprised. to see the .22 on the 
ground and Paice making for the 
house. Dunlop called to find out 
what was the matter, and Paice an- 
swered: ‘I’ve done for myself.’’ He 
had crossed the barnyard, opened a 
gate, and was making his way up 
[the hillside to the home. He had 
gone about 75 yards from the barn, 
when he collapsed, Dunlop, after a 
brief stop, continued on to the home 
and told the sad news to the dis- 
tracted family. Paice’s only brother 
being there. When they reached the 
|prostrate form, however, the strick- 
jen lad gave a gasp and was gone. 
Word was sent to the Coroner, 
apt. Dr. George, who went out Sun- 
iday evening. Though the head 
was covered with blood stains he 
could not locate the bullet wound for 
some time. Finally, after a closer‘ex- 
amination, the entry of the bullet 
was found in the right arm pit, 
whence it had torn through arteries, 
etce., and lodged in the chest. They 
round that the unfortunate lud had 
thrown the used shell out of the rifle 
after he knew that he had been 
struck. The lad was tall and had a 
short .22, and it is supposed he had 
his finger on the trigger guard as he 
ran round the ,barn and, by some slip 
or other, the rifle swung round and 
up and was discharged. 

Coroner Dr. George decided that 
there was no necessity of holding an 
inquest, as all parties concerned were 
quite satisfied with young Dunlop’s 
account of the circumstances llading 
up to the sad occurrence. 

The Paice family came out from 
Oxford, England, some two years 
ago, while Mr. Dunlop and Mr. Dar- 
roch farm the old Milton Williams 
place. Mr. and Mrs. Henry Paice 
have only one son left, and there 
will be general sympathy for their 
sore loss.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Siask- 
atchewan or Albarta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except whore resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months rosidence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Pricd) $3.00 por acre. Dutics—Must 
ceside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and orect a 
honse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
he substituted for cultivation under

AGRICULTURAL CREDITS 


The question of Agricultural Cred- 
its introduced into the Legislature 
by Mr. Michener, is fraught with 
great possibilities in Alberta. ‘Mr. 
Michener has been a consistent and 
persistent advocate of cheaper money 
for the development of the land for 
years. The dairy and stock indus- 
try would be greatly increased could 
farmers secure money at say, five per 
cent. for a long period with the pay- 
ment of interest and principal year- 
ly, and with a small expense of se- 
curing the money. If the government 
wanted to do something really hene- 
ficial to the people, here is a chance, 
to accept the challenge of the leader 
of the opposition, and appoint a com- 
mittee from the Legislature to look 
into the question and try to bring 
in a recommendation as to the best 


ing and preserving here at home as 
much as they do over there in, 
Europe.

Therefore Be It Resolved: That 
in the opinion of this Louse it is 
desirable: \ 

That the Government of Alberta. 
as soon as the necessary financial 
and other arrangements can be 
made, should bring into effect and 
operation a system of agricultural 
credits best adapted to the present 
needs and conditions — existing 
| throughout Alberta. 

The subject matter of this resolu, 
tion, agricultural credits, said Mr. : 
Michener, is of supreme importance 
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has been in vogue in these countries 
for some years and according to re- 
ports has had a very” marked effect 
not only in the increased production 
of these countries but has had a de- 
cided effect upon the general prosper- 
ity of the people. The American ccn- 
sul at New Zealand in referring to 
the question of advances to the set- 
tlers of New Zealand, states the first 
effect was to drop the rate of inter- 
est on farm securities from 8 p.c. to 
4p.c, This in itself ,meant a large 
amount of money retained in tho 
country for reproduction which was 
before paid out in interest largely to 
foreign countries. 

Mr. Lucas, a member of the B.C. 
Legislature, visited New Zealand and 
Australia for the purpose of inves-. 
tigating agricultural credits in these 
countries. He states that he found it 
to be almust the unanimous opinion 
of those be met that the advances to 
the ‘Settlers Act’? authorizing and 
guaranteeing loans to the farmers on 
the -security of their lands for the 
purpose of improving and developing 
same and increase their output, was 
the most beneficial legislation ever 
passed by the New Zealand govern- 
ment, that it has not only given a 
great impetus to the agricultural in- 
dustry but it has re-acted in related 
and other industries in a further 
stimulation of trade in general. He 
says ehroughout the country a higher 
and better civilization is gradually 
being evolved. The young men and 
women who are growing up are hap- 
py and contented to remain at home 
on the farm, and find ample time and 
opportunity for recreation and enter- 
tainment of a kind more wholesome 
and elevating than can be obtained 
in the cities, For fifteen years pre- 
vious to the introduction of loans to 
settlers the exports of New Zealand 
increased 35.30 p.c., while for fifteen 
introduction of the 
system the exports increased 161.54 
p.c. This should give us a glimpse 


| 
that is best and most worth uphold | of what benefits a system of agricul 


tural credits adapted to the present 
conditions would mean to the increas 
ed population of Alberta. I stated on 
the floor of this house on a previous 
occasion that if the government had 
introduced a credit system in this 
province in 1905 when we received 
autonomous powers, to-day we would 
at least have 50 p.c. more popula- 
tion and 100 p.c. more production, 
This statement is more than verified 
by the elfegt it had in New Zealand 
and Australia where it has been 
proved under conditions similar to 
what we have in Alberta. 

In 1913 an American commission 
was sent to Europe with a view to 
study the different agricultural credit 
systems in vogue there. This com- 
mittee was composed of representa- 
tives of many states of the union 
and four of the provinces of Canada. 
The exhaustive report of the com- 
mission sets forth the advantages ac- 
cruing from the systems in force in 
the different countries there. If when 


‘Wwe bear in mind the fact that in 
European countries money can be se. 


cured at a much lower rate than here 
it is still a stronger argument for a 


system of agricultural credits for Al-} 


berta. The commissioners frm Sas- 
katchewan represented on the Ameri- 
can commission make the following 
comment in their report. ‘An in- 
troduction sets forth the fact that 
cheap money so called forms only 
one phase of the great problem of 
re-ordering rural life which Huropean 
countries have so successfully ‘accom- 
plished through the medium of agri- 
cultural co-operation.”’ It is pointed 
out that there, as with us, agricul- 
ture was the last industry to become 
organized and the rural re-birth of 
Europe carrying with it better and 
cheaper agricultural credit dates

In addition 
to this the rate of interest is so high 


to address T&#P large profits on their eapital by 'on mortgages, ranging frum eight to 


ten per cent at the present time, and 
the cost of securing a loan so large, 
that the principal is considerably im- 
paired tu start with. One loan com- 
pany doing business in this province 
takes a 1lU p.c. bonus out of the loan 


charge over § p.c., which would in- 
dicate that the tendency of the rate 
of interest is downwards rather than 
upwards, However, the introduction 
of the principle of agricultural cred- 
its does not necessarily mean the 
immediate borrowing of money or an 
immediate charge upon the credit ot 
‘the government, even though a sys- 
tem is adopted which involves the 
credit of the province. The adoption 
of the principle by the province 
would in itself have a tendency to re- 
duce the rate of interest for commer- 
cial as well as agricultural purposes 
jthroughout the country. Inasmuch as 
jthe commercial interest and growth 
of urban centres depends to a great 
extent on the growth of farm pro- 
duction anything that will encourage 
and stimulate farm production will 
reflect advantageously on all other 
interests throughout the province. 
In some of the Wuropean countries 
money is secured through agricultur- 
al credits as low as 2 p.c. We 
need not draw much on our imagina- 
tion to realize what an impetus and 
stimulation it would be to this pro- 
vinee if credit for such purposes 
could be secured even at 5 p.c. Tho 
difference between 5 p.c. and the 
rate now charged on farm mortgages 
would in itself be sutticient in time 
to pay the principal of the loan. 

| due camesican Congress has before 
it at'the present time a bill to solve 
‘tne question ol agricultural credits 
‘for tne United States. duiing ene 
past two or three years the United 
States has largely solved the ques- 
tion of credits tor commercial inter- 
ests. ‘here, big banks have beep 
stripped of their power to make 
money scarce and dear, and: the small 
banks are no longer compelled to 
hold large cash reserves in anticipa- 
tion of restricted credits. ‘Lmis has 
been brought about by the federal re- 
serve banking system, the Umited 
States is nuw undertaking to estav- 
lish loan banks and co-operative rur- 
al associations Connected up in one 
system under government direction 
and controi to solve the problem oi 
rural credits, under the control of a 
federal farm loan board consisting 
of tive members, not more than threo 
to be members of any one political 
party. The banks will act as a 
clearing house for the farm loan as- 
sociations. In addition to the New 
Zealand system of straight loans to 
settlers, we have the different sys- 
_ tems in vogue in Kurope as set forth 
‘by the report of the American com- 
mission, 

Broadly they can be divided under 
three heads: first, strictly co-opera- 
tive; secondly, strictly governmental, 
thirdly, a combination of government 
al and co-operative systems. 
| It is not my intention at the pre- 
sent time tu express any opinion of 
the best system, or the best features 
of the dinerent systems to adopt in 
the introduction of the principle of 
agricultural credits in alvoerta. We 
ought not only to take into consid- 
eration the system best adapted to 
the present needs of the agricultural 
interests, but also must cunsider the 
financial condition both as to the 
world condition’ and as to provincial] 
finances. A strictly co-operative sys- 
tem would not be any charge upon 
j the credit of the province, while a 
strictly government system would be 
a charge upon the credit of the pro- 
,vince which would be secured by first 
mortgages upon conservative ad- 
vances, While a combination  sys- 
tem of governmental and  co-opera- 
itive units would be an initial charge 
‘upon the credit of the province but 
as the country prospered and depos- 
its were made through provincial gov 
ernment banks, this system in time 
might provide within the provinca 
suflicient reserves to supply the de- 
mand for loans throughout the pro- 
vince, 

‘The question is fraught with such 
tremendous and far reaching  possi- 
bilities and is so intimately associa- 
ted with the progress and develop- 
ment of all the interests of our pro- 
vince, more especially the agricul- 
tural interests, that it should not be 
‘made a party question either in its 
introduction or its operation. Per- 
sonally, | am quite willing to co-op- 
erate with the government side of 
the house in evolving a system of 
‘credit best suited to the needs and 
conditions of Alberta and would like 
to see a committee of the House ap- 
pointed to make a thorough study of 
the different systems as set forth in 
the reports from the various coun- 
jtries which have adopted the princi-

ON STUBBLE LAND IN 1916 


Demands for food are greater this :year than last. 
Less summer-fallow and less fall ploughing than usual in 1915 make 
it necessary that the farmers of the Prairie provinces;in 1916 
shall sow extensively on stubble land 


MR. J. H. GRISDALE, Director, and the Superintendents ‘of. the Dominion 
Experimental Farms, urge the following upon the Farmers: ' 


STUBBLE LAND OF FIRST CROP AFTER FALLOW 


Burn stubble thoroughly 2s soon as surface is dry. Fire about noon time when steady wind 'is blowing. 
Cultivate at once about two inches deep, then sow the wheat and harrow immediately afterwards. ft 
ossible, where area is large, harrow first, then cultivate, seed, and harrow again. In Eastern 
Saskaichewan sow 114 bush. per acre; in Western Saskatchewan 14 bush. On light soils and dry 


STUBBLE LAND OF SECOND CROP AFTER FALLOW 


Usually this land should be summer-fallowed, but this year much of it must be in crop. Burn stubble if 
possible. This may be helped by scattering straw freely over the field. Wrap old sackimg about the end 
of a 4-foot stick, Dip in gasoline. Set on fire and shake on straw and stubble. Carry gasoline in open 
ail. If stubble is too light to burn then cultivate, harrow and sced a little lighter than above. Oats and 
arley will do better than wheat. If shoe drills are used plough instend of cultivating. Plough, 
pack or roll, and then harrow, if land is grassy or weedy. In the drier sections at least one-third of all 
cropping land should be summer-fallowed every year. 


STUBBLE LAND OF THIRD CROP AFTER FALLOW 


Do not sow to grain, but summer-fullov. Better use your spring labour on other stubble land and thus 
make sure of crops in 1916 and 1917. Put your labour on land that is likely to give best returns. 


Sow only clean, plump seed of tested variety. Use the fanning mill thoroughly and treat seed for smut. 
Have horses, harness and machines in good shape before starting work.

| THE CULT OF KHAKI | 


The following article on the para- 
mount popularity of khaki appeared 
in the London Times: 

The red cost and the black, fabled 
in other days irresistible to the ftmin- 
ine eye, have surrendereu at discret- 
fon to the dun-colored suit of the 
modern campaigner. Khaki’s the only 
wear, and ‘ucky is Le who has youth 
enough or ‘uflicient standing in the 
service to put it on; for thereby he 
has womankind at his feet. In itself, 
particularly in the officer's uniform, 
and the horse soldier’s at that, this 
unostentatious cloth is curiously be- 
coming. Splendid and dazzling cere- 
monial uniforms may be, but this quiet 
habit bas a spell of its own, for it 
approximates in its perfection to the 
excellence of faultless civilian dress, 
without abating one jot of martial 
quality. It is, indeed, most martial, 
and the god of war himself woula 
look well in it. In the mass it sug: 
gests efficiency and eternal fitness; 
it carries, too, a note of reassurance 
in its protective mimicry, a hint bor- 
rowed from birds and animals. Ags 
you look at the long drab lines you 
know that no life will be wantonly 
sacrificed to needless display. The 
red coat had its undeniable glory and 
inspiration, but it took a wanton toll 
of bravery. It les by, therefore, for 
gala days and the happy, celebration 
of peace, when that in good time shal! 
be .here. Meanwhile, it is the day 
of the “khaki-man.” 

On fair lips the phrase “khaki- 
man” has become something sacro- 
sanct. It is pronounced with a rever- 
ent affection which “red-coat” never 
won. It implies at the present hour 
the whole sum of womanly devotion. 
And in certain circles it carries an 
addcd piquancy, beeause of the un. 
wonted constitution of our new arm. 
fes. The society man as private and 
non-commissioned officer is just suf- 
ficiently bizarre to be lionized in a 
manner impossible to his superior in 
other times. Then the soldier one 
met was an officer as a matter of 
course, and © would Fave been banal 
to insist upon his rank or even to 
mention it. One did not say, ‘We din- 
ed last night, one colonel, two majors 
and three captains.” Atrocious! But 
in these paradoxical days :t is quito 
Permissible to say, ‘Such a jolly din- 
ner last night., Only think, one pri- 
vate, two corporals, and a color: 

And the private who has 
to call his own son “sir” on duty is 
a most exquisite rare bird to have 
met. Better still if he took one in 
to dinner. 

Drab as it is, the inherent and be- 
coming manliness of khaki prevails. 
Our fair allies across the Channei 
looked for an expeditionary force 
ablaze in traditional scarlet, and for

Smokeless Guns 


Ordinary powder produces smoke 
when fired because of the quantity 
of fine particles formed from tho 
breaking up of the saltpetre and from 
some of the charcoal which is not 
completely burned. To get rid of 
smoke (so long a handicap in the use 
of guns) it was necessary to pro- 
duce a substance that would explode 
without leaving any solid residue 
This was accomplished by the use of 
gun-cotton or nitro-cellulose, from 
which the most satisfactory smoke 
less powder is made. The substance 
{gs a chemical compound, not a mix- 
ture like gun-cotton with a mixture 
of ntric acid and sulphuric acids. 
When exploded it is all converted into 
gases. Burning is not necessary to 
eruse an explosion, a mere shock or 
jar being sufficient. It is too violent 
an explosive to use in small arms or 
in cannon, tut gun-cotton can be made 
for use in suns, and most brands of 
smokeless powder are made in this 
way. 


Army’s “olossal Demands 

The vastness of the work of main- 
taining the British army—apart from 
feeding it—~- y be gauged from a few 
figures. In one month there were {is- 
sued to the troops 450 miles of tele- 
phone wire, 570 telephones, 534,000 
sandbags, 10.000 pounds of dubbin 
for boots, 38,000 bars of soap, 150,000 
pairs of socks, and 100,000 pairs of 
boots. 

In ten days there were also dis- 
tributed 118,160 fur waistcoats and 
315,075 flannel belts. 

The way that insignificant items 
amount up where large numbers of 
troops are concerned is shown by the 
fact that every week there is issued 
on an average five tons of vasekine 
for the feet and 100 tons of horse- 
shoes. 

Some idea of the complexity of the 
work can be gathered by reference to 
the official “Vocabulary of Stores,” 
which contains 50,600 items.

ain as the United States is. 


CANADA LOYALLY BRITISH 


But however they may have gaug- 
ed the temper of the Freneh com- 
patriots—and the loyal attitude — of 
La Presse, the biggest paper, English 
or French, in Canada gives reason to 
doubt their acuracy—they have to- 
tally misjudged the temper of the 
English-speaking majority. That 
majority has been for the Hmpire to 

man, 

And here arises a curious seeming 
contradiction in the mental attitude 
of Canada. RBofore this war, TEng- 
‘ishmen were the most unpopular 
people in the Dominion. An Ameri- 
an, an Trishman, a Scotchman, even 
‘a German, was welcomed wherovor 
he went. But ono of the common- 


tions which they had received from 
a meeting secretly held at Bucharest 
by the Trochak and Henchak Socie- 
ties. In addition to this hanging 32 
persons were condemned at Czesarea 
to penalties varying from 10 to 15 
years of penal servitude. These are 
for the most part law-abiding mer- 
chants. 

“On the other hand, many have fal- 
len from blows frcm clubs. Thirteen 
Armenians were killed on their way 
from Chabine Karahissa to Sivas. Not 
a house has been left without search. 
nor have the bishops’ houses, the 
churches, and the schools. Hundreds 
of women, young girls and even child- 
ren thrown in the prisons. The 
churches and convents have been pil- 
laged, defiled and dustroyed. The v#l. 
lages around Van and Bitis have been 
pillaged, and their inhabitants put to 
the sword. All the inhabitants of 
Hara-Hissar were pitilessly massa- 
cred, with the exception of a few 
children who are said to have escap- 
ed miraculously.” 


‘ Hun ‘Charity Statues 


Many of the war charity schemes 
in Germany take the form of wooden 
statues. These diave been erected in 
many of the tofvns throughout the 
country. People drive nails into the 
statues, each nail costing roughly 25 
cents, the proceeds usually going tc 
the Red Cross funds. The idea is 
that the statue should be covered with 
nail armor, and there is scarcely a 
German town of any importance 
which has not erected in some proim- 
inent position one of these charity 
statues. Berlin has the most impos- 
ing one—a huge effigy of Hindenburg. 
The figure of Hindenburg himself is 
no dess than 33 feet high from the 
soles of his mighty boots to the crown 
of his colossal hat, and the statue 
rests on a square pedestal over 6 feet 
high. At Hamburg a wooden statue 
of the German St. Michael has been 
erected. Hamburgers are now spend- 
Ing their marks in nails which they 
drive into the statue in the cause of 
charity.
